Jobs will 
go after 
npower 
shake-up 

A MAJOR energy supplier’s 
decision to move its work¬ 
force out of Kingswinford 
will result in redundancies, 
it has been revealed. 

Npower announced last 
month it was to close its IT 
contact centre in the town as 
part of a review being 
carried out by parent 
company RWE. 

Dudley South MP Chris 
Kelly met npower company 
secretary Guy Johnson after 
the politician voiced con¬ 
cerns over the firm’s High 
Street base, which employs 
284 people. 

On Monday, Mr Kelly 
revealed he was told that 
workers would be relocated 
and there would be some 
redundancies - but, he said, 
the firm had told him it was 
too early to say how many 
jobs would be lost because of 
the move. 

Mr Kelly said: “I had a 
very good meeting with Mr 
Johnson. It was full and 
frank. 

“I put to him my concerns 
and was told the plan was to 
relocate workers to the 
company’s offices in 
Oldbury, that was the good 
news. 

“The bad news was there 
will be some redundancies, 
he couldn’t say how many. 

Alex Madden, npower 
spokesman, said: “We are 
working closely with the 
local MPs and informing 
them of any developments.” 

Tories lose 
by-election 

THE Conservatives failed to 
hold on to the Wollaston and 
Stourbridge Town seat on 
Dudley Council which was 
left vacant by the death of 
Councillor Malcolm 

Knowles. 

Labour and Co-Operative 
Party candidate Barbara 
Sykes won with 847 votes of 
the 2,376 votes cast. The 
Tory candidate Matt Rogers 
polled 787 votes. 

Meanwhile, the Tory 
group leader Councillor Les 
Jones, has stepped down.

STRIKE-HIT SCHOOL 
KEEPS DOORS OPEN 


PUPILS and parents at Stourbridge’s 
Redhill School have faced three days 
of disruption as teachers went on 
strike over plans to turn the school 
into an academy. 

The school closed last Thursday when about 50 
members of the NASUWT union walked out. 


There was more union 
action this Tuesday and 
Wednesday, but the school 
managed to open to varying 
numbers of pupils. 

Stourbridge MP Margot 
James had said she hoped 
the school would be able to 
stay open. 

And headteacher Stephen 
Dunster said that, while 
parents had understood the 
need to close on the first day 
of the action, they had been 
disappointed and had urged 
that it should open despite 
this week’s strikes. 

Majority 

The pupils missed two 
days of school in January 
because of snow. 

Mr Dunster said: “The 
majority of parents are 
opposed to the strike and to 
their children missing 
school. 

“I want to open every day, 
although won’t open if it is 
unsafe.” 

He added that, by this 
week, he had been able to 
better assess how many 
teachers would be at work 
and to plan activities so that 
as many as possible of the 
1,170 pupils could attend on 
Tuesday and Wednesday. 

Nearly 700 pupils - from 
years 11 and seven, as well 
as those taking mock exams,

were able to attend on 
Tuesday, with those from 
years 8, 9 and 10 and exam 
students due in on Wednes¬ 
day. 

They were not able to 
follow their normal 
timetable but Mr Dunster 
said there were enough 
teachers and support staff to 
supervise learning activi¬ 
ties. 

Meanwhile on the picket 
line, Redhill teacher and 
NASUWT national presi¬ 
dent Paula Roe said: 
“Parents should be con¬ 
cerned about what educa¬ 
tion is being offered to pupils 
during our strike.” 

While the NASUWT has 
been striking, teachers in 
the NUT - representing 
about a dozen staff at 
Redhill - have carried on 
working. 

The Government has 
given the go-ahead in princi¬ 
ple to Redhill becoming an 
academy and the school gov¬ 
ernors are due to meet on 
February 25 make a final 
decision after considering 
issues such as funding 
arrangements. 

If approved, the school 
hopes to launch as an 
academy on April 1. 


Motorcyclist injured in crash

Jennie’s snip raises £500 for charity

YOUNG Jennie Bradley was so proud 
of her long, blonde hair she did all she 
could to avoid the hairdresser’s scis¬ 
sors. 

But after hearing of charity that 
helps young cancer sufferers, the 10- 
year-old made a very brave decision. 

In front of her classmates at Glynne 
Primary School in Kingswinford, 
Jennie saw her waist-long hair 
chopped off to her shoulders. 

The youngster waited nervously and 
then shielded her eyes as hairdresser 
Carrie Hatfield began snipping - 
cutting off 12 inches off her hair. 

But it was all for a good cause as 
Jennie raised almost £500 in sponsor¬ 


ship for the Little Princess Trust, as 
well as donating her chopped-off hair 
to the charity, which provides real-hair 
wigs to boys and girls who have lost 
their own hair through cancer treat¬ 
ment and other illnesses. 

Emotional 

Jennie’s mother Tizzy Orange, aged 
41, said: “She’s never had her hair 
properly cut, only slightly trimmed - 
it’s just been with her all her life like 
that. 

“So when she said she was having it 
cut off I couldn’t believe it. 

“I am so proud of her, watching her 
have it cut in front of everyone I felt 
very emotional.” 


Jennie, of Kingsley Road, Kingswin¬ 
ford, came up with idea after being told 
about the charity by a family member. 

Ms Orange said: “She looks so differ¬ 
ent now, but I’m sure she will grow it 
back. She loves her hair.” 

The Little Princess Trust has helped 
more than 1,000 children across the 
country. 

The charity works with specialist 
suppliers and experienced hairdressers 
to create hair pieces for youngsters.

Church is 
marking 
its 200th 
birthday 

A LYE church is celebrating 
its 200th anniversary this 
weekend. 

Christ Church in High 
Street opened in 1813. 

Two centuries later the 
church still holds its regular 
weekend services but has 
also forged links with the 
local mosque and it has 
opened a free internet cafe. 

Reverend Simon Falshaw, 
aged 52, will be guiding his 
congregation through the 
celebrations of the church's 
long life and said he was 
optimistic that there was a 
great future ahead for the 
building and its people. 

He said: “The churches 
that grow are the ones that 
stick most faithfully to the 
Christian message. The 
church needs to adapt to its 
time and, if you lose your 
message, you haven't got 
anything distinctive left to 
say.” 

Then church will begin its 
celebrations on Sunday with 
a service held in the style of 
1913 - the year after the 
Titanic sank, and the year 
before the start of the Great 
War. 

Mr Falshaw said: “We 
wanted to look back at the 
past but 1813 just seemed a 
bit too far. 

“It will a different service 
because, for one thing, the 
liturgy uses words that some 
people today would find 
quite alien. 

“It will come as a bit of a 
shock to us because we’re 
quite a modern church.” 

Verdict in 
murder trial 

PROSTITUTE Emma Bate 
was found guilty of murder¬ 
ing Stourbridge business¬ 
man Richard Sherratt. 

Bate and her boyfriend 
Paramjit Singh broke into 
Mr Sherratt’s flat in Bridg¬ 
north and attacked him. 
Bate was looking for money 
for drugs, Stafford Crown 
Court heard. Mr Sherratt, 
aged 57, suffered 38 injuries 
in the attack. 

The pair, from Birming¬ 
ham, will be sentenced later. 
Singh had admitted murder 
Bate had denied the charge.

THE new Tesco supermar¬ 
ket being built in Stour¬ 
bridge town centre is 
taking shape and already 
dominating the skyline. 

Building work is progressing well 
on the £30 million development on 
land off the town’s ring road, bosses 
have said. 

A large amount of the steel frame 
structure of the store is now in 
place. 

The different car park and sales 
floors can be seen as well as the mez¬ 
zanine level. 

Explosives 

An average of 55 workers from 
four different contractors are on the 
site each day. 

Project manager Mark Glover, 
from Bowmer & Kirkland, said 
work was on track for the store to 
open towards the end of this year. 

He said: “The steel work is still 
being fitted and will be completed by 
late April. 

“The wall cladding has started 
and we will be starting the roof soon. 
Some of the glazing has also begun. ” 

In June work will start on road 
improvements in Crown Lane. More 
workers are expected on site as work 
continues on the development. 

The store is being built on the site 
of the old Crown Centre and Bell 
Street multi-storey car park. Work

Danger 

chicken 

imports 

tackled 

CONTAMINATED chicken 
has been stopped from 
finding its way into the 
nation’s sandwiches by 
Dudley Council’s environ¬ 
mental health officers. 

They seized 16,000 bags of 
chicken in the borough 
which had been imported 
from China via Ireland, and 
discovered that three-quar¬ 
ters of the chicken contained 
salmonella, which can cause 
food poisoning. At a hearing 
last week at Dudley Magis¬ 
trates’ Court a district court 
judge ordered that the 41 
tons of chicken be destroyed. 

The frozen cooked 
chicken, worth £104,000, 
had been produced in China 
and imported into the UK by 
food brokers Food-Bridge, 
based in Ireland. It was 
being kept in a cold store in 
Dudley and was bound for 
the catering trade. 

Dudley Council officers 
were tipped off by Irish 
authorities. 

Councillor Tracy Wood, 
cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment and culture, said: “The 
swift action has prevented a 
potentially serious food poi¬ 
soning outbreak.” 

District Judge Michael 
Wheeler awarded the 
council £2,440 in costs. 

Richard Essex for the 
council, said: “There was no 
blame attached to those 
importing the food.” 

We’re not 
heroes - 
tram man 

A TRAM train driver avert¬ 
ing a crash after a tree 
smashed down on to the 
track in Stourbridge as fero¬ 
cious winds hit the region. 

Phil Tonks, aged 42, was 
driving the Stourbridge 
Shuttle service from the 
Junction to the Town sta¬ 
tions when the 30ft tree fell, 
blocking the track. 

He stopped the tram and 
with a colleague, moved the 
tree off the track. 

One of the dozen passen¬ 
gers on board used Twitter 
to say: “I should report to 
Twitter lives were saved 
today by heroic train driver 
Phil Tonks when the Stour¬ 
bridge Shuttle track was 
blocked by a tree”. 

But modest Mr Tonks said 
played down the episode, 
saying: “We were only going 
at 10 to 15mph - we were 
hardly hurtling down on a 
main line.”

COUNCIL tenants in 
Dudley borough who want to 
downsize to a smaller home 
are being offered help with a 
scheme aimed at single 
people and couples who are 
of pensionable age. 

Anyone who decides they 
are living in a property 
which is too large for their 
needs can apply. 

People could have had a 
change in circumstances or 
choose to move to a smaller 
home to reduce bills, upkeep 
and maintenance. 

Many older tenants trans¬ 
fer into sheltered accommo¬ 
dation, where they can 
remain independent, but 
have help at hand, if they 
need it. 

Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed, cabinet member for 
housing, libraries and adult 
learning, said: “By moving 
from a four-bedroom house 
to a one-bedroom property 
tenants could reduce their 
bills by up to £2,000 a year, 
which is a significant saving, 
particularly during the 
current economic climate. 

“People are often put off 
the idea of moving as they 
feel that there will be too 
much inconvenience and 
paperwork to get through, 
but with this scheme they 
will be helped through the 
process by a dedicated 
officer.” 

12-month 
option on 
paying tax 

PEOPLE and businesses in 
the Dudley borough are to 
have a 12-month payment 
option for paying council tax 
and rates. 

From April, the council 
will give them the option to 
spread the costs over 12 
months, rather than the 
usual 10. Bosses said it 
would help to lower monthly 
outgoings and ease the 
financial burden each 
month that many residents 
and businesses face. 

Councillor Pete Lowe, 
cabinet member for finance, 
said: “We recognise the diffi¬ 
culties taxpayers’ and busi¬ 
nesses face, which is why we 
will be giving them the 
option to spread their pay¬ 
ments over a longer period of 
time.”

Journalist Gary retires after 40 years

A JOURNALIST who rose to become managing 
director of a newspaper group in the South East, 
has announced his retirement after a 40-year 
career. 

Gary Matthews started his career in 1973 on 
an editorial training course with the Express & 
Star, the Chronicle’s sister paper, and its parent 
company the Midland News Association. 

He worked through the ranks from junior 
reporter covering Wombourne and Sedgley, and 
became the newspaper’s sports editor. 

He was the launch editor for a new free edition 
of the Wolverhampton Chronicle in 1980. 

“I was a very young editor on such a well- 


known newspaper at the age of 25 or 26. It was 
Christmas come early for me and I absolutely 
loved it,” said the 57-year-old, who now lives near 
Bishop’s Stortford. 

Mr Matthews was born in the former Wordsley 
Hospital in 1955. He lived at The Old Cat Inn in 
Wordsley, where his mother Winnie was landlady. 
His father, Tom, was a glasscutter at Stuart 
Crystal and put in a full day’s work there before 
going behind the bar at The Old Cat. 

After attending Lawnswood County Primary 
School, then Brierley Hill Grammar School, Mr 
Matthews joined the MNA reporters’ training 
scheme at its offices in Castle Street, Wolver¬ 


hampton. He was group Chronicle editor as the 
number of editions grew to include Dudley, 
Walsall and West Bromwich, among others. 

He was a keen footballer before his journalistic 
career took off. 

He played for Wolves as a junior and joined Wil- 
lenhall Town in 1975, scoring more than 400 
goals in a nine-year spell. He also played for 
Stourbridge and Dudley Town. 

After leaving the Chronicle in 1986, his roles 
included group editor and MD at Herts and Essex 
Newspapers. He also served as managing direc¬ 
tor of Staffordshire Newspapers before returning 
as editor for the Mercury series in Hertfordshire. 


Tory leader steps down in 
wake of by-election defeat 


THE Tory group leader on 
Dudley Council, Councillor Les 
Jones, resigned days after the 
party lost a council by-election 
in Stourbridge. 

The Tories failed to hold on to the Wol¬ 
laston and Stourbridge Town seat of 
Malcolm Knowles who died last year. 

Labour and Co-Operative Party candi¬ 
date Barbara Sykes was elected with 847 
votes. Tory candidate Matt Rogers polled 
787 votes. 

The council is already Labour-con- 
trolled. 

Councillor Jones said there were per¬ 
sonal reasons for his decision to quit as 
Tory leader, but he said there were sug¬ 
gestions he had been failing in his duties 
so had decided to go for the sake of party 
unity. 

He said there were conflicting argu¬ 
ments within the group over their direc¬ 
tion in the wake of crucial budget 
proposals by Labour, including a poten¬ 
tial council tax rise. 

“In recent months there has been a lot 
of noise from smaller sections of our Con¬ 
servative group that I was failing in my 
role as leader,” he said. 

Campaign 

“It has impacted on the way that we 
fought the Wollaston and Stourbridge 
Town by-election. Therefore I’ve taken 
my decision in the interests of party 
unity. 

“I had made by decision four or five 
weeks ago before the by-election and 
hadn’t wanted it to get in the way of the 
campaign,” he said. 

He refuted accusations that his leader¬ 
ship was failing, adding: “I think that I 
was an effective and hard-working leader. 

“I brought a lot of commonsense to the 
way the council performed and the 
savings made to protect frontline serv¬ 
ices.” 

Councillor Jones said he was sad to step 
down but was proud of his role, citing key 
regeneration schemes including Stour¬ 
bridge’s Crown Centre among examples 
of his achievements. 

After her win the new Councillor Sykes 
said: “I would like to thank the people of 
Wollaston and Stourbridge Town for 
electing me as their new Labour council¬ 
lor.”

Grants offer for 
voluntary groups 

VOLUNTARY groups that 
provide support and social 
activities for adults in 
Dudley borough are being 
urged to apply for funding 
through the council’s 
small grants scheme.

£2.1111 scheme for supported housing 


A £2.1 million project to build apart¬ 
ments for adults with learning dis¬ 
abilities in the Dudley borough has 
been unveiled. Council bosses have 
earmarked land in Sedgley and Wol¬ 
laston near Stourbridge for the 
developments. 

The council is applying for 
£385,000 from the Homes and Com¬ 
munities Agency (HCA) for the 
schemes. It was revealed in a report 


by Dudley Council leader David 
Sparks and Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed, cabinet member for 
housing, libraries and adult learn¬ 
ing. 

The authority wants to create six 
supported apartments, helping 
people with learning disabilities to 
live independently, and three 
general-needs houses at The Walk, 
Sedgley. It is proposing eight sup¬ 


ported apartments in Norfolk Road, 
Wollaston. 

The report says: “There remains 
considerable demand for appropri¬ 
ate homes where people with learn¬ 
ing disabilities can live 
independently with support. 

“The bid will provide additional 
affordable housing, particularly 
where there is a shortage. It will also 
contribute towards regeneration.” 


A decision on the council’s bid for 
funding is expected in May. The 
HCA has made £160m available to 
support the development of afford¬ 
able specialist housing for older 
people and adults with disabilities 
outside London. 

Work has recently been completed 
on 99 council houses - the first to be 
built in the Dudley borough for more 
than 20 years.

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Schools 
targeted 
in spate 
of crime 

THIEVES, vandals and 
arsonists have struck at the 
schools in the Dudley 
borough and the rest of the 
Black Country and Stafford¬ 
shire more than 400 times in 
18 months. 

Thousands of pounds 
worth of damage was 
caused. 

Across Dudley, Wolver¬ 
hampton, Walsall and 
Sandwell, police were called 
264 times about reports of 
burglaries, arson attacks 
and vandalism between 
April 2011 and November 
2012. 

Dudley and Sandwell 
schools had the highest 
number of reported crimes, 
with 77 logged in each 
borough. Dudley North MP 
Ian Austin branded the 
attacks on schools as “dis¬ 
graceful”. 

Among the Sandwell 
schools targeted was Tame- 
side Primary School in 
Wednesbury, where 20 
laptops were stolen. 

Hurst Hill Primary School 
in Coseley has revealed it 
was targeted by metal 
thieves 16 times since 
November. 

In Wolverhampton there 
were 57 incidents, including 
the theft of £5,000 worth of 
lead from St Peter’s Colle¬ 
giate School, Compton. 
Walsall schools were hit 53 
times, while there were 76 
cases in Cannock, 47 in 
Stafford and 23 in Lichfield.

AN image showing how a pro¬ 
posed development of 175 homes 
in a village near Stourbridge 
could look has been unveiled. 

Cala Homes wants to build the 
properties on the Hagley Hall 
estate, off Kidderminster Road, 
Hagley. 

The firm has released artist’s 
impressions showing the modern 
houses that would be built. 

The scheme has attracted 
opposition from residents who 
fear it will alter the character of 


the village. Outline proposals for 
the development were approved 
by Bromsgrove District Council 
this month. 

The developer has announced 
a series of workshops to get the 
views of people living nearby. 

On February 23 and 25, resi¬ 
dents will be able to meet the 
project team and give them their 
thoughts on the details of the 
scheme. 

It includes the style of the 
houses, design of the site and the 


use of open space. Feedback will 
be used as part of Cala Homes’s 
detailed planning application. 

Regional director Darren 
Humphreys, said: “The work¬ 
shops are part of our programme 
of community consultation and 
provide the opportunity for 
people to help shape the scheme 
in Hagley.” 

As part of the plans, more than 
£1 million will be spent on road 
improvements. 

More than 4,000 residents 


signed a petition against the 
scheme, saying they thought it 
would result in services such as 
the school and doctor’s surgery 
overstretched. 

They said they also feared an 
increase in pollution. The dis¬ 
trict council received more than 
1,200 letters of objection from 
concerned villagers. 

Hagley Parish Council is in 
talks on whether to seek a judi¬ 
cial review of the planning deci¬ 
sion. 


Cocaine addict prostitute 
is found guilty of murder 


A PROSTITUTE has been found 
guilty of murdering a Stourbridge 
businessman during a night-time 
raid on his home. 

Emma Bate and her boyfriend Paramjit 
Singh broke into Richard Sherratt’s flat in 
Bridgnorth in a midnight robbery set up by 
Bate. 

She was looking for money to fund her 
crack cocaine addiction. 

During the break-in, Mr Sherratt, aged 57, 
suffered a total of 38 injuries including five 
blows to the head, a stab wound to his arm 
and puncture marks on his face and neck. 

The property developer died within an 
hour of the attack and was found the next 
day semi-naked on his blood-stained bed. 

Jurors at Stafford Crown Court took more 
than a day to consider the case before finding 
Bate guilty of Mr Sherratt’s murder on June 
14 last year. 

Bate, aged 26, of Gladstone Street, Birm¬ 
ingham, had denied murder, but admitted 
robbing Mr Sherratt. 

Singh, 33, of Willmore Road, Birmingham, 
had already admitted murdering, robbing 
and defrauding Mr Sherratt. 

Judge Simon Tonking said:“I am bound to 
be sentencing both these defendants to life 
imprisonment.” 

They will be sentenced on March 1. 

Generous 

A third person, Michael Smith, 51, of 
Horton Street, Tipton, drove the pair to and 
from Mr Sherratt’s home in Old School 
Mews. He denied robbery and was found not 
guilty. 

As the verdicts were read out Mr Sher¬ 
ratt’s son Joseph and daughter Jennie 
grasped each other’s hands. 

Later, Joseph, aged 28, said: “Our dad was 
a kind, generous and loving man, who has 
cruelly been taken from us. He is greatly 
missed by family and friends. We cannot 
begin to express our thanks to West Mercia 
Police for the help and support in bringing 
our father’s killers to justice.” 

Det Insp Steve Tonks, of West Mercia 
Police, said: “The court heard distressing 
details about the degree of violence used 
while Mr Sherratt was held captive and tor¬ 
tured in his own home last June. He was sub¬ 
jected to a callous and brutal ordeal.” 

Wealthy, charming, outgoing and gener¬ 
ous, Mr Sherratt was brought up in Kinver 
and attended Stourbridge’s King Edward VI

Grammar School in Stourbridge. He set up a 
gold jewellery business in Stourport and 
later moved into property development. 

He was about to start work on a develop¬ 
ment of two three-bedroom homes in Bridg¬ 
north. 

Mr Sherratt’s first marriage, to Denise, 
produced three children - Tom, now aged 30, 
Joseph and Jennie - and, after that ended in 
divorce, he married his second wife, Tracey. 

But, after two divorces and several rela¬ 
tionships that failed, as well as battling the 


cancer non-Hodgkin lymphoma, the 57- 
year-old was lonely. 

He called an escort agency and the 
brunette sent to meet him was Bate, whose 
life was ruled by drug addiction. Infatuated, 
Mr Sherratt, then living in Brook Street, 
Stourbridge, took her to fancy restaurants, 
showered her with gifts and cash and trans¬ 
ferred £7,740 to Singh’s bank account for 
her. They saw each other nearly every day, 
and friends say he enjoyed being seen out 
with a much younger woman.

Bate, driven by her hunger for crack 
cocaine, began stealing from him. On May 
14, he changed his Pin number and, after 
returning from a trip to Dubai, he did not get 
in touch with her - so she hatched the 
robbery scheme. 

Peter Davenport, senior partner at the 
Lee Shaw Partnership estate agents, who 
knew Mr Sherratt for around 20 years, said: 
“He was a very honourable businessman - 
very trustworthy and a pleasure to deal 
with.”

£54k grant 
for archivist 
to catalogue 
hall's papers 

AN archivist is being recruited to catalogue 
historic papers belonging to the Lyttelton 
family of Hagley Hall, thanks to a £34k grant. 

Worcestershire Archive and Archaeology Service has 
been awarded the cash to fund the project. 

The papers include details of the estate at Hagley and the 
international activities of 
the Lytteltons. One was a 
governor of Jamaica and 
another founded a region of 
New Zealand. A port town 
there bears his name. 

During the eighteenth 
century the Lyttelton family 
had links with the West 
Indies, America and the 
court martial of Admiral 
Byng in 1756. Byng was 
tried and executed after he 
lost a battle for Minorca, 

Inherited 

Later family members 
were closely linked with 
former prime minister 
William Gladstone and 
leading late Victorian politi¬ 
cians and socialites. 

Christopher Charles Lyt¬ 
telton, the 12th Viscount 
Cobham inherited the 
family home in 2008. 

The archives collection 
includes the manuscript of 
the first county history of 
Worcestershire. 


Survivor tells her 
Holocaust story

SURVIVORS of the Nazi Holocaust visited schools and col¬ 
leges to remember and honour the millions of its victims. 

One, Lia Lesser, was given a warm welcome by pupils in 
Wordsley. Mrs Lesser, of Birmingham, talked to Year 6 chil¬ 
dren at Belle Vue Primary School about her experiences. 

Deputy head Claire Davies said: “She spoke about her life 
and how the Holocaust affected her family.” 

A service organised at Dudley College by MP Ian Austin 
and the Students’ Union was attended by another survivor, 
Eva Clarke, who was born in the Mauthausen concentration 
camp three days before it was liberated by allied troops. 

She and her mother survived, but 15 members of her 
family died.

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Fostering service only 
adequate, says report 


FOSTER care services in 
the Dudley borough are 
only meeting minimum 
standards, according to a 
new report. 

Ofsted inspectors rated serv¬ 
ices as “adequate” and said 
foster parents needed more 
council training. 

The inspection report high¬ 
lighted concerns over staff sick¬ 
ness which “has led to 
difficulties in completing some 
fostering tasks”. 

Councillor Tim Crumpton 
said the authority would 
address issues raised by the 
inspection. 

The inspectors’ report said: 
“The fostering service provides 
an adequate quality of care for 
children and young people.” 

Direction 

It said the management team 
was focused on improving and 
developing the fostering 
service. 

“They have a clear awareness 
of the direction of travel 
required to further improve the 
service. 

“Foster carers are generally 
satisfied with the fostering 
service, although staff sickness 
has led to difficulties in com¬ 
pleting some fostering tasks. 

“As a result some foster 
carers have been unhappy with 
the service they have received.” 

The borough which includes 
Stourbridge, has 256 approved 
foster carers with 565 children 
and young people in care. 

Councillor Crumpton said: 
“We are, in the round, pleased 
with the report.” 


Postbox returns for senders

AFTER a long wait and a petition which 
attracted nearly 1,000 signatures, the 
residents of Amblecote have finally got 
their postbox back. 

Royal Mail had promised to replace the 
postbox after the telegraph pole it was 
attached to in Vicarage Road was 
replaced in September 2011. 

Until late last week, however, residents 
were still waiting but local Councillor Pat 
Martin, who spearheaded the campaign 
for the return of the postbox, said it had 
finally been replaced. 

She said: “It has been a very long wait 


but we’ve finally got a postbox in the area 
again. We’d kept going on about it and it 
has finally happened.” 

Mrs Martin said she was so surprised 
when a Royal Mail representative phoned 
her with the news that she had to go 
outside to see for herself. 

She added: “Even while I was there, 
people I spoke with were thrilled that the 
postbox had been returned.” 

The earlier decision not to replace it 
had caused an outcry in Amblecote, 
where residents were angry at having to 
go an extra mile to post their letters.

How Graham captured 
history on his camera 


A FORMER Press photog¬ 
rapher has gathered up a 
collection of his work 
taken during his time 
working in newspapers to 
create a chronicle of the 
region’s history. 

The unique collection of black 
and white pictures taken by 
Graham Gough, aged 73, from 
Kinver, in 50 years on local papers 
has been published in The Black 
Country Album. 

Each chapter covers the different 
people, animals and celebrities he 
met in his patch in Dudley as well as 
all the big incidents he covered 
during his 26 years with the Chron¬ 
icle’s sister paper, the Express & 
Star. 

The first chapter looks at the big 
news stories he photographed, 
including the Dudley race riots, 
fires, regional floods, rail accidents 
and even some rather risque pic¬ 
tures of a male stripper bearing all. 

Large parts of the book focus on

local people and heroes, including a 
number of early pictures of Black 
Country funny man Lenny Henry 
performing for class mates in his 
Duley school soon after his first tel¬ 
evision appearance on New Faces in 
1974. 

The West Midlands has had its 
fair share of royal visits and 
Graham was present for many of 
them. 

His picture of Princess Alexan¬ 


dra stuck in the mud at the Three 
Counties Show, Malvern, in June 
1977, won National Royal Picture 
of the Year award. 

One of the final chapters focuses 
on what Graham loves phtograph- 
ing best, children and animals and 
features lots of them doing weird 
and wonderful things. 

With his time mainly spent in 
Dudley, Graham spent plenty of 
time capturing the wildlife at the 
town’s famous zoo. 

But it wasn’t just the exotic that 
he captured. Some of his more 
interesting pictures are of sheep at 
a bar and a dog in a tuba. 

One of the more intriguing pic¬ 
tures in the book is that of Jared 
Watkins, of Sledmere estate, 
Dudley, who at the age of just 18 
months could throw darts as well as 
Phil ‘The Power’ Taylor.

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FROM elephants to lions and 
everything in between - 
Stourbridge veterinary nurse 
Sarah Smith has her hands full 
at West Midland Safari Park. 

One of her urgent tasks is to make 
sure the park’s star attractions, 12 rare 
white lions, keep their weight down. 

The first four lions were introduced 
to the park at Bewdley in 2004 at a cost 
of around £250,000. 

Sarah said: “Most of the pride have 
lost quite a lot of weight now and they 
are looking very good, although we still 
have a couple of the older girls that are 
taking a bit more time.” 

“A lion needs to be lean and athletic. 

“In the wild the large carnivores 
wouldn’t eat as regularly as they do in 
captivity, so becoming overweight can 
become an problem. They’re fed every 
two days here, while in the wild they 
might not eat for a week.” 

The fitness regime for the lions is just 
a tiny part of an extraordinary behind- 
the-scenes veterinary regime involving 
every one of the park’s 1,700 animals. 

Everything from cockroaches, 
meerkats and lemurs, to elephants and 
tigers come under Sarah’s care. 

She said: “We get to know the 
animals They all have their own char¬ 
acters, and if we do lose one it is a 
sadness, almost like losing a pet”

A MAN complaining about 
his takeaway meal and a 
woman who had forgotten 
her laptop password are 
among the bizarre 999 calls 
that have been made to West 
Midlands Police. 

As part of a force cam¬ 
paign highlighting its work, 
details of recent calls which 
should never have been 
made to police have been 
released. 

Senior officers said that 
nearly half of the 700,000 
telelphone calls received by 
the force’s emergency line 
did not fit the bill. 

Of the worst examples, 
Chief Inspector Sally 
Holmes said: “These calls 
are ridiculous and it doesn’t 
end just there. 

“We regularly receive calls 
to 999 about lost property, 
people asking for directions 
and from people who have 
been denied entry to a night¬ 
club. 

Serious 

“Each call often takes 
minutes to deal with and if 
someone is trying to report a 
genuine emergency, a 
minute is a long time to wait. 

“The 999 number is for 
emergencies only - a crime is 
in progress, someone sus¬ 
pected of a crime is nearby, 
when there is danger to life 
or when violence is being 
used or threatened. To 
contact police for any other 
reason, call 101.” 

Mrs Holmes said as well as 
bizarre hoax calls, some 
were made maliciously.

JOHN PARDOE has been more 
than a milkman to his customers.

THE trust that runs Dudley’s Russells Hall Hospital 
has been named the worst in the country for the 
number of bedsores reported by patients. 

There were 192 reports of patients suffering bedsores. But 
hospital chiefs say the figure is due to a “zero tolerance” approach 
to the problem which has seen a new thorough checking system 
introduced. 

Figures show that The 
Dudley Group NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust made 307 reports of 
serious untoward incidents in 
the year from October 2011. Of 
those, 192 were pressure sores. 

Trust chief executive Paula 
Clark said: “Pressure ulcers do 
account for the majority of our 
serious untoward incidents 
because it is both a Dudley 
Group and a national priority 
to reduce the number of pres¬ 
sure ulcers patients develop. 

“We introduced a rigorous 
new system of checking in 
January 2011. 

“We expected to see a rise in 
the number of reported pres¬ 
sure ulcers by our nursing 
teams. Now that our reporting 
is so robust, and pressure ulcer 
management is to a high 
quality in every ward with

Driver, 27, sent to jail 
for 'catastrophic' crash

Prosecutor Rhiannon Jones told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court last 
week that off-duty Pc Richard 
Bennett thought he saw the turbo¬ 
charged engine Audi racing another 
car shortly before the smash at 
9.15pm, in Soho Way, Smethwick. 

Regrets 

“He turned to follow it and imme¬ 
diately came upon the scene of the 
accident. The Audi was at right 
angle with bits of the bicycle in the 
road and Mr Bennett lying in the 
gutter some distance from the car 
and his bike. It was obvious he was 
very seriously injured.” 

Miss Jones said one tyre was bald 
and the others were all defective. 

Simon Worlock, defending, said: 
“He ought to have checked the tyres 
and deeply regrets that he did not. 
He is very concerned to see the state 
that Mr Bennett is in and fully 
accepts his responsibility.” 

Hollingshead, aged 27, of 
Handsworth, admitted dangerous 
driving and was jailed by Recorder 
Kevin Hegarty QC who told him: 
“You...wrecked Mr Bennett who 
suffered multiple fractures. The 
harm you caused was catastrophic 
for him.”

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Pregnant 
women 
taking up 
vaccine 

MORE than 70 per cent of 
pregnant women in the West 
Midlands took advantage of 
the new whooping cough 
vaccine in December -17 per 
cent higher than the 
national average. 

In Wolverhampton take- 
up was 100 per cent, with all 
179 women having the 
vaccine. The city was one of 
only three PCTs in the 
country to get top marks. 

The take-up in Dudley 
borough was 76 per cent, 
and it was 61 per cent in 
Sandwell and Walsall. 

The vaccine was intro¬ 
duced last year to quell the 
rising spate of whooping 
cough cases in youngsters. 

Newborn babies cannot 
normally be vaccinated until 
they are two months old, so 
the temporary programme 
was launched for pregnant 
women in October. 

The West Midlands was 
the best-performing area in 
England with an overall per¬ 
centage of 72, compared to 
the national average of 55. 

Pleased 

But professor David Salis¬ 
bury, director of immunisa¬ 
tion at the Department of 
Health, said the figure was 
still not high enough. 

“I’m pleased that nation¬ 
ally more than half of preg¬ 
nant women took up the 
offer of the whooping cough 
vaccine in December,” he 
said. 

“But I’d urge more women 
in the West Midlands to get 
it to protect their baby.” 

In England in 2012, 14 
infants died of the disease. 


Water firm in price pledge 
to customers as bills go up 


THE average household water 
and sewerage bill in England 
and Wales will increase by 3.5 
per cent over the next year, reg¬ 
ulator Ofwat has said. 

Households will pay an average of £388 
from April 2013 to March 2014 - 0.5pc 
above the rate of inflation. 

But Severn Trent claimed that its cus¬ 
tomers in the West Midlands would con¬ 
tinue to have the lowest average 
combined household water bills in 
England and Wales over the coming year. 

Simon Mullan, the company’s credit 
manager, said: “Any price rise, however 
small, is unwelcome, but we have worked 
hard to keep bills as affordable as possible 
for our customers. 

“Our customers will be paying an 
average of 92 pence a day - that’s less 
than the average cost for a litre of bottled 
water.” 

Network 

The firm said the rise would help to 
fund an investment programme of £1.3 
million a day, which includes work with 
Centro to construct the new Midland 
Metro. 

Severn Trent Water will invest £4.2 
million to move its water and sewer pipe 
network as part of a £127 million joint 
project to bring trams back to Birming¬ 
ham’s city centre. 

Ofwat’s chief executive Regina Finn 
explained the rises. She said: “We said 
they could only increase bills in line with 
inflation. We understand there is huge 
pressure on household incomes, and any 
rise is unwelcome. Inflation is driving 
these increases.” 

“We will make sure customers get 
value for money and if companies fall 
short in delivering their promises, we will 
take action,” Mrs Finn added.

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question over rise in tax 


A PUBLIC consultation by Dudley 
Council asking if residents would 
accept a two per cent increase or 
above in council tax will cost tax¬ 
payers up to £8,700. 

Opposition councillors say big budget 
decisions may be taken before consultation- 
dubbed The Big Question - ends. The 
council say consultation will be paid for out 
of savings by axing payments made to coun¬ 
cillors on now defunct area committees. 
Five area committees will become nine 
smaller community forum groups starting 
next month. 

The council says it will save £8,783 in a 
move to cover “all the costs of a consulta¬ 
tion” launched at the end of November after 
funding pressures on services. 

A cabinet meeting on February 12 looking 
at spending for the next 12 months takes 
place more than two weeks before consulta¬ 
tion ends on February 28. 

Tory finance spokesman, Councillor 
David Blood, in a letter to the press, said it 
was “alarming” that the meeting was on 
February 12 but paperwork for it will have 
been prepared at least 10 working days 
prior. 

“It would appear this whole exercise has 
been ill-thought-out, a waste of many thou¬ 
sands of pounds of resident’s money and a 
complete sham,” he said. 

Council finance boss Councillor Pete 
Lowe said they had a firm commitment to 
carry out a meaningful consultation and 
results would help ensure decision making 
took into account views of the people.

Tea break came with news of steel 
works closure and 1,200 lost jobs 


IT was a tea break Michael Lyon will never 
forget. The crane operator at Round Oak 
Steel Works was in the rest room with 
around 25 workmates when reports came 
through on the radio that their plant would 
be closing, with the loss of 1,200 jobs. 

“It was the first we had heard about it,” he says. 
“Apparently the union had known about it for some 
time. We were just totally shocked, there were quite a 
few swearwords and words about the union man. It 
wasn’t very pleasant.” 

It is 30 years since Round Oak, the last major steel 
plant in the West Midlands, shut its doors for the last 
time. 

Just a few years earlier, half of the Black Country had 
reverberated to the dull thud of the steel-making indus¬ 
try, the smoking chimneys of Round Oak, Brierley Hill, 
Patent Shaft Wednesbury, and Stewarts and Lloyds, 
Bilston, forming the backdrop to the Black Country 
skyline. 

By Christmas 1982 they had all been consigned to 
history. Bilston had been the first to close in 1979, and 
Patent Shaft followed suit the following year. 

But all the hopes that this rationalisation would 
secure the future of Round Oak, which had been prepar¬ 
ing to celebrate its 125th anniversary, melted away like 
a lump of pig iron entering a furnace. 

Michael, now 71, had been with the company for 14 
years when the plant closed. His son Ian, who worked as 
an apprentice bricklayer at the works, also lost his job. 
“It was a fantastic place to work, I enjoyed going to work

every day, I don’t think there are a lot of people who can 
say that,” he says. 

“Everybody helped each other out, if anything went 
wrong, we all pulled together, you would never get 
anybody say ‘that’s not my job’. 

“The bosses there would bend for you as well, they 
would try to help you, and then when they wanted a 
favour, you would give them the favour back.” 

Round Oak was founded in 1857 by the Earl of Dudley, 
as an outlet for the pig iron from the blast furnaces 
which proliferated the area. At the height of the indus¬ 
trial revolution, most of the world’s iron was made 
within 20 miles of the plant. 

The earl already owned coal and iron mines, limestone 
quarries, sand-pits and blast furnaces, and his agent 
Richard Smith saw a large, modern ironworks as the 
perfect way to use these resources. 

Replace 

He bought 28 acres of land, a private railway, mines 
and minerals under the land from the Earl of Aberdeen, 
and the plant quickly built up a reputation, winning a 
medal at the 1862 International Exhibition for “fine col¬ 
lection of iron of good quality”. 

As steel began to replace iron in the 1880s, the plant 
was rebuilt on a much larger scale, and the five chimneys 
which towered above Brierley Hill become known as 
‘The Cunader’, because of their resemblance to a giant 
cruise ship. 

Michael, who lives in Kinver, says jobs at Round Oak 


were much sought after in the steel trade when he joined 
as a 27-year-old in 1968. “At the time, I was working for 
Titan Steel Wheel at Cookley, near Kidderminster,” he 
says. “In those days it was very hard to get ajob at Round 
Oak. You usually had to know somebody who already 
worked there, but funnily enough, I just applied for ajob 
and got accepted.” 

At its peak, 3,000 people were employed at the 50-acre 
site, but the 1970s saw a big fall in demand and 1,750 
jobs were cut in the three yeas prior to closure. 

Just two months before closure, personnel director 
Ian Copland had assured the remaining workers that 
their jobs were safe. Pledges were made to save the 
works and the Government agreed to look at a rescue 
package put forward by Dudley West Tory MP John 
Blackburn. But it was all to no avail. 

Michael Lyon remembers a sombre mood in the plant 
on the last day. “At noon they told us we could go if we 
wanted, and most just ran out as soon as it was time,” he 
says. 

After leaving Round Oak, Michael set up taxi and 
window cleaning businesses. 

Buildings like the main office block in Dudley Road 
survive to this day, but most of the works was demol¬ 
ished in 1984. The site is now home to the Waterfont 
offices, with Merry Hill shopping centre nearby. 

Michael says: “I can still recognise where I worked, in 
the No. 3 bay, right opposite the Blue Brick pub,” he 
says. Occasionally he goes back to the site do a spot of 
shopping, but not very often. 

But he adds: “They’ve had my job off me - they’re not 
having my money, too.”

PEUGEOT’S new 2008 super¬ 
mini crossover is aiming to 
stay ahead of the market with 
a car the length of a supermini 
but almost the height of a 
compact SUV. 

It will be 4.16m long; about 20cm 
longer than the 208 but still in super¬ 
mini territory. 

Few real details have been released, 
but the engine choices will include at 


least one sub-lOOg/km option for road 
tax-free motoring. 

The new three-cylinder petrol 
engines debuted in the 208 will also see 
service. 

Alloy wheels will be up to 17 inches 
in size, while the firm mentions ‘mud 
and snow’ tyres being available. 

Style influences appear to come from 
the RCZ coupe in the shape of a flowing 
roof line. 

The 2008 can’t copy the RCZ’s 
‘double bubble’ roof due to the expense 


of such a design, but it does take some 
inspiration from its sporty cousin. 

It is the first Peugeot to be designed 
across multiple market zones to cut 
costs, and near-identical cars will be 
built in France, China and Brazil to 
cope with demand on their respective 
continents. 

The 2008 will make its world debut 
at the Geneva Motor Show in March, 
before the order books open in June 
and the car arrives in showrooms later 
in the summer.
